tradicted her husband's statement, and. 

- insists that he threw the acid upon her 

and himself. 

Her physician, Dr. P. G. Burne, tele - 
graphed the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
that Mrs. Cole could not recover. He 
stated that an unsuccessful operation 
had been performed in the morning and 
that skin grafting also had failed. 

Wife From Benton, Mo, 

Mrs. Cole, the mother, stated that her 
daughter-in-law was the daughter of 
the late Dr.: Freeling of Benton, Scott 
County, Mo., and that her first husband 
was a St..Louisan named Nelson. Short- 
ly after her marriage to Nelson, when 
she was 16 years old, they were separat- 
ed and she was sent abroad for a music- 
al education. 

About three years ago, following her 
return to St. Louis, she purchased an 
automobile from the Hudson-Phillips 
Motor Car Co., where Cole, who was 
known to his friends as Candy“ Cole, 
was employed as the manager of the 
used-car department. After a brief | 

vardeville, Dec. 28, 1915. 

Boon after that Cole went to Boston as 
assistant manager of the Chalmers agen- 
cy. He purchased a home in Brookline, 
a suburb. 

“I was not notified of my son’s condi- 
tion until two weeks after he was 
burned,“ Mrs. William Cole said today. 
J went to Boston, and my son, upon his 
Geathbed, told me, in the presence of 
the police, his story. 

Wife Tells of Quarrel. 

“It was that his wife had become 
jealous while they were at a Shriners’ 
ance, and had quarreled with him when 
they were returning home in their ma- 
chine. My son left his car outside the 
house for the night. 

“He stated that after they had made 
ready to retire, his wife announced she 
was going into the kitchen to prepare 
coffee. My son followed her a few min- 

_ Mites later. He said that she was carry- 

ing a cup, and that she threw the con- 
tents upon him. Although terribly 
burned and disfigured, he got into his 
machine and drove to Brooks Hospital, 
where he died after a lingering illness. 

“About two hours after my son reached 
the hospital, so I was informed, it was 
learned that his wife was at her home, 
also critically burned with sulphurie 
acid. She has verified the statement 
about the quarrel, but has maintained 
that my son threw the acid upon her 
and then upon himself. The Boston au- 
thorities have notified me that they are 
investigating the case. I brought my 

„ 80n’s body home for burial.”

HAS BROAD DUTIES AND POWER 


May Requisition, Store, Sell and De- 
liver Goods Subject to Ap- 
proval of Cabinet. 
OTTAWA, Ont., June 20.—The order in 
council defining the duties and powers of 
W. J. Hanna as Canadian food contro!- 


der, provides that he shall make neces- 


sary investigations into the quantities, 
location, ownership, sources of supply 
and prices of any article of food in 
Canada; that he shall ascertain domestic 
requirements and facilitate the export 
of the surplus to Great Britain and her 
allies, subject to the approval of the 
Governor in Council. 

The food controller may make regu- 
lations governing the prices of any food 
and the storage, distribution, sale and 
delivery thereof providing for its con- 
servation and governing consumption in 
hotels, restaurants, cafes, private 
houses, clubs, etc.

WIN PRAISE OF 


American Sailors Initiating Brit- 
ish Colleagues Into Mysteries 
of National Game. 


THE BASE OF THE AMERICAN 
FLOTILLA IN BRITISH WATERS, 
June 20.—Two American destroyers have 
returned here with 8 survivors of two 
torpedoed British ships. The ships were 


sunk at the farthest point westward in 
the Atlantic the U-boats havé appeared 
since the ruthless campaign began and 
the response of the American destroy- 
ers to their S O S was a run of more 
than a 100 miles. 

When the American warships arrived 
on the scene they found the ships were 
gone and for many hours they groped 
about in the dark in search of survi- 
vors. 
ships, 31 in number, were found in one 
lifeboat, while 49 survivors.from the sec- 
ond ship were picked up from two small 
boats. Four sailors from the latter ship 
were killed by the explosion of the tor- 
pedo. 

Admiral Sims and other naval officers 
met the destroyers on tl.eir return and 
complimented the commanders on their 
work. American correspondents were 
‘present, having been invited here 
through an arrangement between the 
United States and British Governments. 

The British admiralty assigned an of- 
ficial photographer to take pictures of 
anything desired by the newspaper men. 
Many pictures were taken showing the 
American tars fraternizing with the 
British sailors. The Americans present- 
ed a splendid appearance, being as fine 
a body of fighting men as could be 
found anywhere. 

Although there was no war-time re- 
strictions on the sale of liquor in this 
port, the saloons are not the rendezvous 
of either the Americans or Britishers. 
One of the diversions of the Americans 
is initiating their British colleagues into 
the mysteries of the American national 
game. 

When the eerrespondents arrived in 
the port they were taken to the beautiful 
old English home where Admiral Sims 
has his headquarters. The house is 300 
feet above the town and from the won- 
derful gardens which surround it several 
American destroyers could be seen rid- 
ing at anchor. The Admiral chatted 
with the newspaper men for half an 
hour, after which they were taken to 
inspect the harbor.

HAVRE, June 20.—Information reach- 
ing the Belgian Government daily from 
occupied territory confirms the fact 
that Germans have begun again to car- 
ry off by force Belgian civilians and 
compel them to perform work useful to 
the enemy, dividing them into five cat- 
egories—men from 18 to 4, from 15 td 17 
and 41 to 60; women from 15 to 3 and 
from 36 to 60. In each category informa- 
tion must be furnished as to the iden- 
tity of the person, his or her profession 
and place of employment.

TO QUESTION DETECTIVES 


G00 NEW YORK 
GIRLS. MISSIN 
NN SK MONTHS 


Figures, Brought Out by Cruger 
Girl’s Death, Cause Inquiry 
Into Police Methods. 


Department Without Informa- 
tion as to How Many Young 
Women Since Were Found. 


NEW YORK, June 4%.—More than 800 
girls between 10 and 20 years old have 
disappeared from home here since Jan. 
1, it became known today coincidentally 
with an announcement that Police Com 
missioner Wooda had ordered a search- 
ing inquiry fnto police conditions. 

The investigation is a direct outcome 
of the finding of the body of Ruth Crug- 
er, a high school graduate, buried in 
the cellar of a motor cycle shop con- 
ducted by Alfredo Cocchi, for whom the 


Italian Government authorities are 
searching, at the request of the State 
Department. 

Commissioner Woods today ordered 
Joseph A. Faurot, head of the detective 
bureau, to inquire thoroughly into the 
methods and operations of the detectives 
and policemen who failed to solve the 
Cruger mystery. The girl's body was 
not found through their efforts, but 
through private detectives employed by 
Mrs, Grace Humiston, a woman lawyer, 
who is counsel for the Cruger family. 
She was instrumental in having the mo- 
tor cycle shop cellar dug up, after the 
police had failed to take this step. Sev- 
eral policemen have been interrogated 
at Commissioner Woods’ instigation dur- 
ing the last few days regarding their 
suspected friendliness with Cocchi. 

Mrs. Humiston said today it was most 
imperative that the Government should 
make Cocchi's return certain, and that 
if a statement could be obtained from 
him he would involve so many impor- 
tant people that the case will be one of 
the most sensational ever exposed in 
this country. 

Spare no one,“ was the commission- 
er's order today in directing the inves- 
tigation. All the detectives who worked 
on the Cruger case were instructed to” 
report to headquarters at once. Other 
detectives will co-operate with Mrs. 
Humiston in an inquiry into the city’s 
traffic in women. 

Police Figures Incomplete. 

The reports regarding the missing 
girls are on file at police headquarters, 
ic was learned. It was conceded that 
the police were without accurate figures 
as to the number of these which had 
returned home or had been found. 

“Ruth Cruger Fund” Formed. 

The $1000 reward which Miss Cruger’s 
father had offered for his daughter's re- 
covery, it Was announced today, will be 
the nucleus of a “Ruth Cruger fund.“ 
which will be used to aid in the search 
for missing girls. Mrs. Humiston hai 
received the reward, but returned it. 

While renewed digging in the cellar of 
Cocchi’s shop was in progress a plece of 
charred bone and various articles of 
girls’ clothing found there last week 
were placed where they may be viewed 
by relatives of missing girls. Members 
of the Cruger family were unable to 
identify these articles as hers. 

Commissioner Woods issued a state- 
ment urging parents of girls to report 
circumstances of men paying suspicious 
attentions to their daughters. on 

Commissioner Woods has ordered 
an excavation to be made of the cel- 
lar in every place where Cocchi has 
lived or had a motorcycle shop since 
his arrival in this country from Italy 
several years ago. Men from the Po- 
lice Bureau of repairs and supplies 
will test every floor and wall of ev- 
ery building and a search will be con- 
ducted from roof to cellar. 

The District Attorney’s investigation 
into the murder is taking a new turn 
and suspicion is growing that the crime 
may have been committed by a woman, 
moved by jealousy. 

The story of Consuelo La Rue, who 
jumped from a window of her home 
early yesterday morning and its in a 
hospital, her legs broken and the marks 
of gripping fingers on her throat, finds 
corroboration. Although not employed 
by Mrs. Grace Humiston in the search 
for Ruth Cruger, she repeatedly urged 
Mrs. Humiston to “dig up the Cocchi 
cellar.“ 

Woman Jealous of Cocchi, 

Evidence has been found that Cocchi 
was jealously regarded by a woman, and 
that not long before the disappearance 
of Ruth Cruger, this woman had re- 
sented his attentions to a young girl. 

A girl who said she was only 14 years 
old said Cocchi took her for a ride one 
evening in the side carriage of his motor 
cycle. She said that upon learning of 
this the woman visited her and threat- 
ened the young girl's life if anything of 
the kind should happen again. The 
prosecutor was told the woman had ac- 
cused another girl, known as Marie, of 
being too friendly with Cocchi. 

Mme. Mureal, a resident of the neigh- 
borhood, told the police today that last 
September her daughter, Philippa, 1 
years old, had visited the shop on Coc- 
chi’s invitation to be shown how a mo- 
tor might be attached to the giri's bi- 
cycle. The mother, becoming suspicious: 
followed, and .she told the police she 
saw her daughter struggling with Coc. 
chi, endeavoring to escape from his em- 
brace. Desiring to avoid notoriety, nv 
complaint was made by Mme. Mureal at 
the time.

Highest Total of British Shipping 
Loss for Week Comparable 
to Worst Like Period. 


LONDON, June @.—The weekly list 
of British losses in torpedoed ships, 
which will be issued today, shows the 


highest total of many weeks; the num- 
ber of ships sunk being comparable to 
the worst week since the ruthless U- 
boat campaign began. 

The returns week by week for the last 
three months show that the U-boat ac- 
tivities run in waves and it is assumed 
this week is the crest of. a period of su 
per-activity noticed the previous week 

The last week includes one day whic! 
is regarded as a record for the number 
of vessels lost. 

The situation, however, is not regar:- 
ed over-pessimistically by naval men 
who insist that the admiralty methcds 
of fighting the submarines are const@nt- 
ly growing in efficiency. 

In support of this they point to the 
constantly increasing number of boats 
which escape the submarines. 

The Germans are resorting to every 
possible method of circumventing the 
patrols and the submarines frequently 
change the_ scene of their operations.

Government 
pools of coal production and distribu- 
tion of rail and water transportation 
were recommended to Congress today 
by the Federal Trade Commission as 
the only means of avoiding a disastrous 
coal shortage next winter. 
“The commission believes, says the 
report, submitted after many months 
t investigation ordered by Congress, 
„that the coal industry is pafalyzing 
the industries of the country and that 
the coal industry itself is paralyzed by 
the failure of transportation. There are 
enough coal cars in the country, but not 
enough are delivered to the mines, and 
these cars are not moved to the point 
df consumption with the greatest expe- 
dition, nor are they promptly dis- 
charged.” 

What Commission Favors. 

In view of these conditions the com- 
mission recommends: 

„1. That the production and distri- 
bution of coal and coke be conducted 
through a pool in the hands of a Gov- 
ernment agency; that the producers of 
various grades of fuel be paid their full 
cost of production, plus a uniform profit 
per ton (with due allowance for quality 
of product and efficiency of service), 
and; 

„2 That the transportation agencies of 
the United States, both rail and water, 

~ similarly pooled and operated on 
dcstenmant account, according to the 
direction of the President, and that all 
such means of transportation be op- 
erated as a unit, the owner corporations 
being a just and fair compensation 
which would cover normal net profit, 
upkeep and detterments.“ 

The recommendations are approved 
by Commissioners Davies, Colver and 
Fort. Chairman Harris dissents on 
the plan for a transportation pool, 
except as a last resort, and suggests 
instead “that during the war the 
President be authorized to order rail 
and water transportation agencies to 
give preference to shipment of coal, 
coke anc other commodities in the 
order of their importance to the pub- 
lie welfars.”

AT $750,000,000 


Senator Says Wheat Revenue 
Would Be Reduced $500,000, 
000, Corn $250, 000,000. 


KENYON DEFENDS MEASURE 


Declares He Would Rather Have 
Control by Nation Than 


Food Gamblers. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—In a vigor- 
dus attack upon the administration food 
control bill in the Senate today, Senator 
Gore, Democrat, chairman of the Agri- 
culture Committee, declared it strikes 
at the farmer, would cause losses to 
producers this year of $260,000,000 in 
wheat and $500,000,000 in corn and result 
in famine next year through reduced 
production. 

Gore declared the bill ‘‘short-sighted 
policy“ and it would drive down farmers’ 
prices. 

“It was drawn by some attorney down 
at the Department of Agriculture,“ he 
shouted, but one would think it is in 
the handwfiting of the Deity and that 
it would be sacrilege to change it. 

Senator Gore declared the bill was the 
“‘sweepings” of all the British and 
Canadian food acts of Parliament and 
orders in council and declared if Con- 
gress loses its self-respect in passing 
this bill unamended, everybody else will 
lose their respect for Congress. 

Kenyon Defends Bill. 

Senator Kenyon, Republican, 
fense of the bill, flayed food speculators. 

“One, however, should apologize for 
using the term ‘highwaymen’ in connec- 
tion with them, he said. ‘“‘The high- 
waymMan or the sea pirate is a Christian 
gentleman compared to them. It takes 
some courage to be a highwayman, but 
no courage to be a food speculator. 
These gentlemen at the present time dre 
the allies of the Kaiser. They are weak- 
ening the American nation in its con- 
test. The men who fight must be fed. 
The mothers of the nation must be fed. 
The babies of the nation likewise. The 
men who work to make the things to 
fight with must be fed. 

We have heard something about this 
bill giving the right to the food control- 
ler to tell mothers how much food they 
shall give their babies. It does not do 
so. But there is one question just as 
important as the question of the amount 
of food a mother shall give a baby, and 
that is whether the baby shall have any 
food at all, or whether the food that 
should go to feed the babies of the poor 
shall feed the poodle dogs of the rich. 

We are contending that babies of 

the poor shall have food; that there 
shall be no extraordinary profits during 
this war in foodstuffs, steel or anything 
else. Foulon may sneeringly say ‘the 
people may eat grass,’ or Marie Antoin- 
ette ‘let them eat cake.’ They do not 
propose to eat grass and they have no 
chance to eat cake. The Government 
must to some extent take the place of 
middlemen in this situation. 
When we are paying more for food in 
this country than they are in London 
there is something wrong. No fine spun 
theories can convince otherwise. I 
would as soon have the dictatorship of 
a food controller as the dictatorship of 
the food gamblers. Someone has said 
the farmer raises food and the specula- 
tors raise prices.“ 

Says It Won't Hurt Farmers. 
Senator Kenyon contended the bill 
does not injure farmers whom, he de- 
clared, ‘“‘would rather have food sup-

Austrian Ttencbes at Points Are 
Directly Over ltaſians on 
Mountain Sides and Occupants 
Sometimes Slip and Roll Down 
Into Those of the Enemy Be- 
low— Noted Author Finds 
Thousands of Soldiers Com- 
fortably Housed in Towns 
Concealed in Forests. 

This is the fifth of a series of ar-

T does not need an expert to dis- 

tinguish the notes of the several 

Italian fronts. One picks them up a 

long way behind the lines, from the 
troops in rest or the traffic on the road. 
Even behind Brownine’s lovely Asolo, 
where, you will remember, Pipa passed 
76 years since, announcing that ‘All's 
right with the world,” one os the tight- 
ening in the afr. 

The officer, too,

See where our frontier west of the 
Dolomites dips south in this V-like 
spearhead. That's the Trentino. Gari- 
baldi’s volunteers were in full posses- 
sion of it in our War of Independence. 
Prussia was our ally then against Aus- 
tria, but Prussia made peace when it 
suited her—I'm talking of 1864—and we 
had to accept the frontier that she and 
Austria laid down. The Italian frontier 
is a bad one everywhere—Prussia and 
Austria took care of that—but the Tren- 
tino section is specially bad.“ 

Mist wrapped the plateau we were 
climbing. The mountains had changed 
into rounded, almost  barrel-shaped, 
heights, steep above dry valleys. The 
roads were many and new, but the lor- 
ries held their pace; the usual old men 
and boys were there to see ‘to that.

Scotch moors, red uplands, scarred 
with trenches.and punched with shel 
holes; a confusion of hills without color 
and, in the mist, almost without shape, 
rose and dropped behind us.

They are fighting now, as all civiliza- 
tion fights, agaitist the’ essential devil- 
dom of the Boche, which they know 
better than we do in England, because 
they were once his ally. To that end 
they give, not wasting or sparing, the 
whole of their endeavor., But they are 
under no illusions as to guarantees of 
safety necessary after the war, without 
which their own existence cannot be 
secured. They fight for these also, be- 
cause, like the French, they are logical 
and face facts to the end. 

Their difficulties, general and par- 
ticular, are many. But Italy accepts 
these burdens and others in just the 
same spirit as she accepts the cave- 
riddled plateaus, the mountains, the 
unstable snows and rocks and the in- 
conceivable toil that they impose upon 
her arms.

‘QUICK ACTION ON 
GARBAGE. PLANT 


Declares Aldermen Should Pass 
Pending Measure Before 
_Summer Vacation. 


Mayor Kiel announced today that he 
favored the enactment of the bill for a 
municipal garbage plant, prepared by 
the Board of Public Service and now 
pending in the Board of Aldermen. The 
bill will provide a substitute for the pri- 
rate contract system. the time for the 
expiration of the present contracts be- 
ing in September, 1918. 

“It will take every minute of the re- 
maining 16 months to get ready for put- 
ting the plant in operation,” the Mayor 
said. He added that he and Comptroller 
Nolte would go, within a few days, to 
New Bedford, Mass., to see the working 
of the municipal garbage plant there, 
which is operated on the Cobwell sys- 
tem, the same system which it is pro- 
posed to install here. 

The use of this system has been rec- 
ommended by President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, and by mem- 
bers of a spevial committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, headed by Luke 
Hart, who visited the New Bedford 
plant and those of other citieg, run on 
various systems. 

The Mayor said he hoped the Board 
of Aldermen would not adjourn for the 
Summer vacation until it has passed 
the garbage plan? ordinance. If 
the matter were to go over until fall, 
the delay might make it impossible to 
get the plant ready in time, and neces- 
sitate an expensive temporary contract. 
President Aloe of the Board of Alder- 
men said there should be no thought of 
adjourning until the garbage measure 
is passed. If necessary, he said, daily 
meetings should be held for this pur- 
pose, 

The Board of [Public Service will prob- 
ably be required to find a location for 
the proposed plant. A river-front loca 
tion is desired, and city property along 
the river will probably be used for this 
purpose.

Herr Wie- 
mer, a Reichstag deputy, declared that, 
while the party was opposed to bound- 
less annexations, extensions of fron-

German soil against invasion. 

Wiemer said the question of colonies 

must be taken under consideration in 
peace negotiations and that a war in- 
demnity to cover part of Germany's ex- 
penditure was highly desirable. lor 
these reasons he condenined the Social- 
ist propaganda for peace without annex- 
ations or indemnities. 
Wiemer’s remarks were in accord with

the most conciliatory and progressive 
wing of the nonsocialist members of the 
Reichstag. 


Woodmen Increase Insurance Tax. 

CHICAGO, June 20—An amended 
charter providing for an increased in- 
surance tax of 20 cents per $1000, was 
adopted here vesterday at the triennial 
convention of the Modern Woodmen of 
America. The war risk was given as 
the reason for the increased rate. There 
is also a movement on foot to raise a 
$3,000,000 fund to care for the families of 
members who expect to go to the front 


SUFFRAGE BY 330 
UN A TEST VOTE 


Decisive Division Today on Ex- 
tnsion of Franchise to Women 
of 30 or More. 


LONDON, June 2.—The principle of 
woman suffrage was adopted in the 
House of Commons last night by the 
overwhelming majority ot 330 votes. 

The decisive division is expected today 
in the adoption of a proposal for the 
enfranchisement of women of 30 years 
and upward as part of the electoral 
reform bill 

All of last evening was occupied in 
debating Sir Frederick Banbury’s 
amendment, which called for the omit- 
ting of the sections of the bill giving 
suffrage te women. The debate, while 
showing the existence of a still consid- 
erable opposition to the reform, revealed 
no new argument and the amendment 
was rejected, 385 to 56. 

Fear Women in Parliament. 

Many speakers supported the amend- 
ment on the ground that the present 
Parliament is too stale to possess an 
authentic mandate to deal with such 
In important question. Others appeared 
to fear that granting the vote to women 
would lead eventually to women being 
elected to sit in Parliament. e 

The argument that a large body of 
women was indifferent to the cause was 
employed by several members, who ac- 
vocated a female plebiscite. 

Ramsay MacDonald, the Socialist rep- 
resentative, strongly supported giving 
women the vote, as did Lord Hugh Cecil. 
Sir Joseph Compton Rickett, president 
of the National Council of Evangelical 
Free Churches, said that giving the vote 
to women: neant their entrance into Par- 
liament Ane Government and diplomatic 
service, but he urged the House to grant 
the concession gngrudgingly to the wom- 
en who had bravely helped the nation n 
a time of difficulty. 

The opponents of the measure, amo’ g 
other argumenfs, made the best they 
could of the reports received here of the 
attitude of Miss Jeanette Rankin, the 
only woma representative in the Amer- 
ican Congress, on the question of the 
entry of the United Staates into the 
war. 

Sir Frederick Banbury, for instance, 
described Miss Rankin as having been 
hysterical and unable to vote. 

America’s Case Cited. 

Sir Stuart Coates, head of the great 
Anglo-American thread firm, ‘quoted 
opinions from the United States to show 
that granting to women the vote had 
proved a failure in those states which 
adopted it. America was quoted on the 
apposite side of the question by Lord 
Robert Cecil, who pointed* out that, at 
the recent presidential election, both 
candidates pledged themselves to woman 
suffrage. 

Lord Robert said that one of the main 
reasons wily he supported woman suf- 
frage was that it made for contentment 
with the Government and created the 
sense that the people were governing 
themselves. For that reason it was in- 
defensible to perpetuate a system under 
which half the population was not rep- 
resented in Parliament. He said that it 
would be criminal to disregard the voices 
of women in post war. problems.

The St. Louisans were billeted—whicn 
means that groups of men were assigned 
to various private residences, where they 
‘were bohrded and lodged. They found 
that they were limited to 31 cents a meal, 
and there apparently was no serious food 
shortage. As they were not permitted to 
write postcards, all had to seal their 
messages in envelopes. 

After a few days at the seashore, the 
unit was entertained for several days 
in London, and then departed for 
France. One St. Louisan wrote that he 


lunderstood that the 500-bed hospital to 


which the St. Louis unit would be as- 
signed was about seventy miles from 
Paris. 

Leland Mitchell of 4545A Papin street, 
a Washington University medical senior, 
who was promoted to Sergeant when 
crossing the ocean, wrote every day to 
his widowed mother. He is an only son, 
23 years old. Some of the interesting 
excerpts from his lengthy letters fol- 
low: 

„Monday night. Today we headed — — 
after traveling — since Satupday even- 
ing, and say, it IS cold. We are now 


J about —— from port, going at the rate of 


400-500 miles a day. We are now due east 
of the Newfoundland banks and we 
change our course tomorrow and strike 
east again. 

„This morning we were hauled out at 
6 and went on deck for setting up exer- 
cises. There we had breakfast, and at 
9 we had military drill, which consisted 
of the school of the soldier,“ such as 
“right face,” salute, about face,” ete. 

“The gunners were practicing with our 
big 6-inch guns this morning. They 
would throw barrels overboard and then 
take a pop at them at about 500 yards. 
They shot pretty straight considering 
the roll of the vessel and the tossing’ 
* the targets. 

This morning we had lifebuat dril! 
in which everybody, including the 
nurses, had to participate. In case of 
emergency each man knows exactly 
what to do and where to go. 

Tuesday Night—Now we know what 
life on the bounding waves means. 
About two-thirds of the passengers ‘are 


in their beds seasick and the rest are} 


just able to creep about. The sea is as 
heavy as I ever hope to see it—waves 
rush against the sides of the vessel and 
the decks are awash all of’ the time. 
The food we get in the mess is unbegar- 
able, so three of us are bribing a first- 
class waiter to get food and especially 
fruit for us and we have been getting 
along fine. 

1 was talking to a steward toda, 
and I happened to comment on what 
weather we were having, and he jus’ 
said that. this was a nice calm voyage 
They promise us rough weather tonight 
Heaven forbid. Today our detachment 
had the “articles of war“ read to it. 
Only one-third of the gang showed up. 
While the captain was reading the 
articles, two privates and our ser- 
geant had to leave the cabin for the 
rail 

Wednesday night.—About 99 per cent 
of the passengers and one-half of the 
crew are deathly sick. Why, vou never 
saw such waves. They are as high as 
the’ ship and the wind catches the waves 
and breaks them and the spray feels 
like a snow blizzard, The wind is blow- 
ing a gale from the „ and we are 
headed straight into it. One minute the 
bow is high in the air, and the next min- 
ute it is buried in the waves and the 
propellors whirl out in midair. When 
the propellors get out of the water the 
vessel shivers from stem to stern. 


One meets up with lots of different 
people. I was talking to a young En- 
glish lad last night and he told me 
that he had been wounded 19 times at 
Yser and Mons—and he sure had the 
scars to show, too. People in America 
can never dream what this war means. 
A number of the passengers on the boat 
have been in the war and they can tell 
tales that make the kind you read about 
look like a Sunday school lesson. 

Acts as Own Censor, 

“Friday.—We have to hand our mail 
in by 2:80 this p. m. I scratched out a 
few things so there would be no ques- 
tion about this letter n censor - 
ship.“ 

From Blackpool Sergt. Mitchell mailed 
another interesting letter, describing the 
reception there to the St. Louisans. The 
letter, in part, follows: 

“Saturday night we sighted Fastnet 
light; it was a welcome sight: and Sun- 
day evening we steamed up the Mer- 
sey River and lay in the harbor until 
— morning, when we landed at Liver- 

We almost immediately boardei 
a N and were whirled through Pres- 
a. to the seashore resort of Black- 

It is a beautiful place—after eight 
3 aboard ship. We came up in the 
cars with compartments, drawn by a 
little donkey engine, and passed through 
beautiful typical English country. Ev- 
erything here is as green as it is in 
America after an April shower, and they 
say it's that way all during the year 
except winter. There is no dust—the 
roads are all paved. Every inch of 


avallable ground is used 80 Plant some- 


thing. 

Now to tell about Blackpool. It is a 
summer resort and Newport couldn't 
look better than this place “did to us. 
It has quaint, narrow streets, each 
street about two blocks long, and trees 


one of the piers. There are soldiers 
everywhere. There is a hospital here, 
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which erte struck 3 We 2 
= here—nearer the the sea-and were 
billeted—which means groups of men 
are assigned to various ‘houses and the 
people who live there room and board 
us—and they all welcomed us joyfully. 
The British Goverument pays for our 
lodging. I have a nice, clean room. We 
found a nice little restaurant and ate a 
delicious meal and when we went to pay 
for it one of the fellows took the check 
and gave it to the cashier, along with a 
5 bill. Well, the cashier about dropped 
dead. What's that?“ he said. Money.“ 
says we. “Whoops,” he said. “How 
much is it?’ ‘Five dollars.“ “I don't 
know what it is, he said. So we had to 
stop and get a piece of paper and pencil 
and count up in shillings and pence what 
the bill was. But we have English 
money now. It is cumbersome atuff, 
and I always have to stop and think it 
out in cents before I pay. 

We had no duties today, so we just 
wandered about town. Today is “Whit- 
sentide,’ or something like that, and the 
town is crowded with people. We are to 
get up to drill at 8:30 tomorrow. Oh, 
ves— we had TEA at 4:90 this afternoon— 
bless my wrist watch if we didn’t. No 
bad, either. But the devil of it is w 
didn’t get any supper. These English 
are queer folkg, but their hearts are 
right and they treat us like Princes. 


“There is no serious shortage of food 


here. We get all we want of good, clean, 
tasty food—wholesome as can be. There 
is a limit on what one can buy at a cafe, 
and we arva little saving with sugar, 
but so far as Germany ever starving 
England, she'll have to go some. 

The beach is grand. and thousands of

Excerpts from Sergt. Luecking’s sec- 
ond letter to his mother, Mrs. A. 6.

“I had to mail my last letter on board 
the ship, two days out of England. 
Nothing very exciting had occurred up 
to that time (Saturday morning)—we 
didn’t enter the danger zone until the 
next morning, really. 

Well, late Saturday night we thought 
We saw a periscope, but it was a falro 
alarm. It stirred everyone up, though, 
and most of them slept on deck. On 
Sunday morning we were all on deck 
when one of the most welcome visitors 
you ever saw hove into view—an Amer- 
ican destroyer with the good old stars 
and stripes floating at her stern. 

Woll, she zig-zagged along in Front 
of us, looking for submarines, about 
11 o'clock a sure-enough periscope 
popped up about 200 yards, off the port 
bow. The destroyer fired three shots 
at it, and the aforesaid periscope dis- 
appeared with speed and dispatch. 

Later in the afternoon our, convoy 
left us, but in a few minutes we were 
met by an English destroyer, which 
took us through the rest of the dangcr 
zone. We arrived in Liverpool abou:

The metabolism Wepartment consists 
of a chemical kitchen, where the physi- 
clans’ prescriptions for food for the pa- 
tients are as carefully and accurately 
filled as prescriptions in a drug store;

beds for patients, and a laboratory. 
The diseases treated and studied in 
this department are principally diabetes, 
nephritis and exophthalmic goitre. In 
the treatment of these diseases it is 
necessary for the physician to know es- 
actly what the patient eats and. drinks 
and what part of the food is assimi- 
lated. 
Metabolism is defined by sclentists as 


food passes from the time it enters the 
body until it is changed into energy or 
tissue.

The scientists 
have néver been able to learn the na- 
ture of the chemical deficiency, and 
therefore cannot supply it artificially. 

The work that is being done under the 
corps of highly trained experts in this 
department has two objects in view: 
To give the patients the treatment that 
acience has proven to be the most suit - 
able, and to discover, if possible, what 
it is that is lacking in the body and to 
supply it. 

Theré is such a great amount of lab- 
oratory work in the treatment of pa- 
tients in this department that one chem- 
ist is required for each two patients. 

The preparation of food for patients 
of the department is in charge of a 
graduate dietician. <A physician will 
prescribe 70 grams of proteids, 70 grams 
of fat and 20 grams of carbohydrates 
for a patient’s breakfast. This prescrip- 
tion is handed to the dietician, who, by 
consulting her table of food values pre- 
pared by the United States Government, 
and by carefully weighing the food, is 
able to cook a meal containing exactly 
that quantity of food values. A record 
of all that a patient eats is kept. 

Grouping of the Sections. 

The department is arranged so that 
the kitchen, the laboratory and the 
wards for the patients all open into 
a common corridor. By this group- 
ing of the several sections of the 
metabolism department the work 
can be performed in the most highly 
scientific and satisfactory manner, 
and the patients are segregated, not 
on account of the nature of their 
disease, but for convenience of treat- 
ment. 

There is no guess work or chance 
work in thig department. It has been 
found that patients with the same 
disease require vastly different treat- 
ment, and the treatment required can 
be determined only by painstaking 
records of foods consumed and skilled 
analyses. 

Numerous other research depart- 
ments have been or wll be estab- 
lished in charge of the most compe- 
tent experts to be obtained. It is 
the hope of the physicians in charge of 
the medical school of the university, 
as well as of the trustees, te make 
the school one of the greatest—if not 
the greatest—in the United States.

|COMMUNITY GARDEN 
PROVES A SUCCESS 


University City Now Planning to 
Conduct a Canning 
Center. 


Residents-of University City have had 
such remarkable success with their 
„community garden” that they now have 
under consideration a plan to form a 
community canning center. 

The progress made with the garden 
was outlined to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today by Joseph Bardenheier of 6363 
Washington avenue. Six acres have 
been planted in potatoes, and the com- 
munity expects to get at least 600 bush- 
els of potatoes, making a profit of about 
240 per cent. Within two weeks four 
more acres will be planted with turnips 
and other nonperishable produce, 


The community garden is on a 10-acre 
tract, between the Hanley road and the 
North and South road, about one-fourth 
mile south of the Olive Street road, in 
St. Louis County. It is an outgrowth 
of the Department of Agriculture's plea 
to increase production. Last April a 
loyalty meeting was held in the Uni- 
versity City High School and talks were 
made on increasing the production and 
conserving of foodstuffs. 


Obtained Ground Free. 

Mayor August Heman appointed Bar- 
denheier to investigate the proposition 
of a community garden. Coincident with 
this, Russell Richardson, president of 
the Russell A. Richardson Real Estate 
Co:, 706 Chestnut street, had an adver- 
tisement in the Post-Dispatch saying 
that he would furnish ground free for a 
large garden. A committee of University 
City property owners called on Richard- 
son and selected the ground on the Han- 
ley road. 

It was decided that by planting pota- 
toes the community could serve the 
country best in food production. Forty 
men subscribed, 325 each to meet ex- 
penses. As yet not half of this amount 
has been spent. 

A plow company plowed, disced and 
harrowed the ground free in a demon- 
stration of their tractors. An experi- 
enced farmer was hired to superintend 
the planting. 

Seed potatoes were bought for $3.50 
and $4 a bushel. All who had subscribed, 
and many who had not, volunteered 
their services in cutting up the potatoes 
and planting them. Between 60 and 70 
bushels were used. City officials and 
others helped, working early in the 
morning and late at night. Several 
men stayed away from their businezs 
for several days to aid in the work. This 
same method will be used when the po- 
tatoes are dug in late July or early 
August. 

Crop Not Yet Divided, 
The disposition of the crop has not 
been determined, although it likely will 
be distributed among those who con- 
tributed to the expenses. 
Bardenheier said the big thing is not 
so much how the crop is distributed as 
that the community had helped the Gov- 
ernment in raising a war crop. 
The existence of many private gar- 
dens in University City led to the plans 
for a community cannifg center late 
in the summer. Bardenhelier got from 
the Department of Agriculture literature 
cn how such a center should be con- 
cucted. 


BRITISH TITLES, ‘HIGHNESS’ AND 
‘SERENE HIGHNESS,’ DISAPPEAR 


Many Royal Descendants, in Time, 
to Become “Mister;” German 
Names and Titles Changed. 
LONDON, June 20.—The following of- 

ficial announcement is made: 

“The King has deemed it desirable in 
the conditions brought about by the 
war that those Princes of his family 
who are his subjects and bear German 
names and titles, should relinquish these 
titles and henceforth adopt British sur- 
names. At the same time and conse- 
quently upon this decision the King has 
been pleased to confer peerages of the 
United Kingdom on the following: 

The Dnke of Teck, marquis; Prince 
Alexander of Teck, earl; Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, marquis; Prince Alexander 
of Battenberg, marquis.“ 

A further abolition of German titles 
held by members of the English royal 
family residing in England is indicated 
in the court circular, which announces: 
“Their highnesses Princess Victoria’ 
and Princess Marie Louise of Schles- 
wig-Holstein will henceforth be styled 
their highnesses Princess Helena Vic- 
toria and Princess Marie Louise, respect- 
tively.’ 

The circular adds that the princesses 
of the royal family who bear. the title 
of Duchess of Saxony have, at the 
King's desire, relinquished that title and 
the King has directed that royal war- 
rants be prepared stating what they will 
be styléd in the future. 

The new reform provides for the even- 
tual. complete disappearance of the 
titles highneses“ and “serene high- 
ness” in Great Britain, while the titles 
of “royal highness,”’ prince“ and prin- 
cess’’ will be confined to the children 
and grandchildren of the sovereign. 
Thus, in time, many descendants of the 
sovereign will become commoners and 
only entitled to be known as mister

AUTO PARKING RULE . 


EVADED BY TRICKS 


— 


Men Drive Out to Track From 
Curb Then Back in Again; Traf- 
fic Sergeant on Violations. 


Police Sergt. Joseph Gerk, in charge 
of the traffic squad, blames lack of 
convictions in the police courts, short. 
age of policemen to enforce existing 
ordinances and inadequacy of traffic 
regu:ations carrying no penalty clause, 
for the increasing number of traffic vio- 
lations to which Street and Sewer Direc- 
tor Talbert recently called attention iu 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The sergeant, in an interview today, 
agrees with Talbert that a new code of 
traffic ordinances should be adopted so 
as to provide fine or imprisonment for 
violation of the regulations made by the 
Street and Police Departments. 

Parking Regulations Violated. 

It is known to traffic policemen that 
hundreds of automobilists daily violate 
the regulation against leaving a ma- 
chine more than two hours in one place 
on the downtown streets, but Gerk says 


it is impossible te stop the practice be- 
cause of evasions and because the num- 
ber of traffic policemen is too small. 
If they devoted their time to stopping 
this practice, he gays, they would have 
to desert their posts at busy corners, 
which would then be without protection. 
Three policemen are assigned to see that 
the parking regulations are observed 
and it is impossible for them to cover 
the ground, Gerk says. 

Many automobilists evade the regula- 
tion by driving around the block and 
reparking their machines at the end of 
two hours. In some instances they 
move the machines a few feet and leave 
them standing practically where they; 
were before. 

Bometimes they drive out to the car 
tracks and back the machine into the 
Same parking space. 

One day last week, Gerk said, he had 
12 violation cases in the police. courts 
and all the defendants were discharged 
or their fines were stayed. In many 
cases, he said, when the police apply for 
summonses for traffic offenders, the city 
attorneys in the police courts refuse to 
issue the summonses. 

It has been found almost impossible, 
he said, to obtain convictions of auto- 
who drive past street cars 
ordinance says a vehicle may pass’ a 
motionless street car fit has six feet 


1 leeway. Gerk said the distance between 


the car and the vehicle has always 
made a subject of controversy and a 
question of veracity between the police- 
man and the driver, with the result that 
in most cases the defendant is dis- 
charged or permitted to so free on pay- 
ment of costs.

IMOTIVE SEARCHED 
FOR IN MURDER OF 
COLLEGE STUDENT 


Doctor Held at Army Post for 


Crime at New Brunswick, 
N. J., Makes No Statement. 


ONE CLEW RECEIVED 


Authorities Obtain Lead Which 
They Believe May Unravel 
Mystery of Case. 


Bw Lensed Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 20.—No motive has 


been discovered as yet for the murder 


of John Vincent Piper, graduate student 
at Rutger’s College, whose body was 
found near Brunswick, N. J., Saturday 
after he had been missing since Febru- 
ary. Dr. William J. Condon, a Cap- 
tain in the United States Army medical 
corps at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., is under 
guard there, charged with the murder. 
Dr. Condon refused to say anything 
about the charge. 

In announcing the 
Prosecutor Joseph E. Stricker of Mid- 
d'esex said the order for it was based 
or evidence tending to show that Dr. 
Condon shot and killed Piper on the 
night of Feb. 12 last, dragged the body 
into the cellar of his home at New 
Brunswick and concealed it there until 
just before he started for Fort Ogle- 
thorpe last Friday. The Prosecutor's 
suspicions have been directed toward 
Dr. Condon ever since Piper dropped 
out of sight, within an hour after he 
had gone to the physician's home, where 
he took care of the furnace. But no 
search of the cellar was made until 
after the young man’s body was found 
last Saturday morning at the side of a 
road 12 miles from New Brunswick. 

Negro Detained as Witness. 

The only witness detained is a negro, 
who informed the authorities six weeks 
ago that he had seen a body lying in the 
doctor’s cellar. The detective who went 
there to investigate did not enter the 
cellar, but sent the negro in. The negro 
came out with the information that the 
body was not there any more. The 
Prosecutor says there is unmistakablo 
evidence that the body was dragged 
across the cellar floor from one hiding 
place to another. 

Suggestions that were made after the 
disappearance of Piper are being re- 
newed Coroner Hubbard, who is aidinz 
Stricker and his detectives, was called 
to the telephone Monday night by a man 
who gave indirect information which 
may help to establish a motive. But 
the story is of a character so difficult to 
confirm that neither the Prosecutor ner 
the Coroner will disclose it. They take 
the attitude that they should make pup- 
lic nothing involving anyone’s reputation 
until absolutely sure of their ground. 

Coroner Hubbard questioned Mrs. Con- 
don yesterday. She told him that she 
knew Piper slightly, commented on the 
fact that he seemed to be above the 
average of men employed to take care 
of furnaces, and said that so far as she 
had knowledge he had never been in 


arrest yesterday 


lar. She told that Mrs. Piper came to 
the house after the disappearance, Dr. 
Condon, she said, told her the woman 
was Mrs. Piper. Mrs. Condon broke 
down when informed that her husband 
was charged with the murder. 

When Piper’s body was found on the 
Spottswood-Englishtown road one of 
the first things noticed was that it had 
been sprinkled with chloride: of lime. 
When the physician’s automobile was 
seized by the prosecutor it was 
splashed with mud similar to that at the 
place where the body was found. Bits 
of lime were on the cushion of the ma- 
chine. 

Lime Found in Cellar. 

With this evidence in hand there was 
no longer hesitation about entering the 
cellar of the Condon home. There the 
detectives found a large bag of chloride 
of lime, some of which had been used. 
It was sprinkled on the floor and over 
pieces of clothing lying there. In a 
closet was found a pair of shoes, tne 
soles covered with mud. The investi- 
gators say these shoes were worn re- 
cently and that mud on them is similar 
to that about the place where the body 
was found. 

Dr. Condon's automobile plays a large 
part in the investigation to fix respor- 
sibility for the crime. Prosecutur 
Stricker has an affidavit from a wit 
ness who says he saw a machine sim- 
flar in appearance going along the En- 
glishtown road. Photographs were 
taken of it yesterday and the witness 
will be asked to identify them. The 
machine is impounded in the garage of 
Coroner Hubbard. 

The only other physical evidence 
Stricker has, he says, is the bullet found 
in Piper’s body. It is of 32-caliber. A 
few days after the disappearance of 
Piper a 32-caliber revolver was found 
in a yard half a block from where Dr. 
Condon lived. The prosecutor said yes 
terday examination showed that it had 
been recently discharged. 

Coroner Hubbard said neither he nor 
Stricker had found anyone who ever 
had seen in Dr. Condon’s possessior a 
revolver like that with which ft is de- 
lieved Piper was killed.

America Mother to Adopted Germans. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I note that Richard Bartholdt, like Mr. 
Kersting and some other Germans, likens 
Germany to a mother and America to a 
bride. The comparison is unnatural and in- 
appropr‘ate.

THE AEROPLANE AGE AT HAND. 
Some generous provision for our aero fighting 
corps has already been made. Now a plan has 


ice a great grant of $600,000,000 as America’s dis- 
tinctive contribution to the means of carrying on 
the war. 

How a pre-eminent, overpowering mastery of 
the air will smooth the road to victory is a thesis 
that is coming to be fairly well understood in and 
out of Washington. Of no small interest, though 
of less vital immediate importance, is the effect 
on aviation after the war. 

Of course, we appreciated all along that war’s 

almost incredibly rapid improvement of airplane 
construction and of skill in airplane navigation 
had given these craft a value which would be 
promptly utilized in peaceful pursuits as soon as 
the imperious demand for fighting purposes was 
ended. Following the analogy of the motor car 
industry, we have expected that great establish- 
ments devoted to the perfection and manufacture 
of the foolproof aeroplane for tourist use, for 
carrying mails and light merchandise, for count- 
less errands serving personal and commercial con- 
venience would gradually be built up. 
But the growth of the new industry will not 
depend on the slow process of educating the public 
in the possibilities of the new vehicle. Six hun- 
dred million dollars exceeds the total volume of 
business of all the automobile companies in Amer- 
ica for a considerable number of years after the 
start in the industry. The sum will add a mo- 
mentum to aeroplane manufacture such as perhaps 
ft might not have gained under other circum- 
stances in a decade. The close of the fighting will 
find elaborate, successful plants backed by huge 
capital producing the standardized, flexible, stable 
motor car of the skies, adaptable to a multitude 
of uses. Then back from the firing line will come 
tens of thousands of birdmen trained in the three 
aviation stations now being established and the 
many more soon to be established. They will 
continue aviation as an honorable, lucrative pro- 
fession and popularize it among the masses. 

Hvidently the long-talked-of time when the aero- 
plane age would succeed the motor car age is 
close at hand. The needs of peace as well as the 
clamorous needs of war urge the passage of the 
appropriation. 
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RUSSIAN HORSE SENSE. 
The report of the first session of the pan-Rus- 
sian Congress of all Councils of Workmen's and 
Soldier's Deputies, in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, 
proves that Russians are not mere visionaries— 
ready to follow the ignis fatuus lead of imprac- 
tical radicals like the Socialist Lenine. The con- 
gress manifested the possession of hard sense and 
a knowledge of international conditions which 
seemed to be lacking in the local Petrograd Coun- 
cil, which has heretofore been the arbiter of the 
nation’s destiny under the revolution. 
This congress is representative of 25,000,000 Rus- 
slans. Of the 19,000 votes it was authorized to 
cast for its constitutents, the Petrograd council 
had but eight. And the chief question befora it 
was whether Lenine and his following of pro- 
German pacifists should swing the Russian 
Government into a disgraceful betrayal of Rus- 
sia’s allies. Kerensky, himself a Socialist, easily 
defeated this attempt and won the hearty approval 
of the majority of the congress for ful] support of 
the provisional Government in carrying the war 
to a successful finish. Once more the German plot- 
ters have shown lack of insight and understarding 
of the possibilities in foreign intrigue. Russia 
knows her own mind and will not be allured into 
a ruinous inactivity. Potedam may as well give

What has ailed 
Clark, Stone, Reed and the rest—I make no effort to 
name them in the order of their rantankerousness or 
their standing as cranks—has been nothing worse 
than whatever it is that keeps a crank from agreeing 
with a majority. We have respect for cranks in their 
proper setting—they are one of the means by which 
the world grows; but cranks with no nice sense of 
when to be cranks are abhorred by us all. 

No more assinine exhibition has been given by 
men in high place than we have had by the great gal- 
axy of cranks now representing Missouri. Nobody 
understands them. They don’t even understand one 
another. Missouri doesn’t understand them. You 
can hear it all over the state. Everybody wants to 
know what has got into Clark, what ails Stone and 
what's eating Reed. 

It is a phenomenon—so many cranks at one time 
on so many different subjects: I can’t explain it. 
Nobody can. The probable explanation is that Mis- 
souri is so far behind the rest of the country that 
she is unable to think as the country does any more. 
I have tried to point out the peril of the system by 
which we maintain a one-gallus outfit at Jefferson 
City and demand a certain homely quality in those 
who represent us at Washington, but nobody has ever 
taken me seriously.

Steel and Other Standard Shares 
Reflect Pressure After a 


Firm Opening.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 20.—-The Eve- 
ning Post, in its copyrighted finan- 
cial review today, says: 

“After an irregular opening, a sharp 
and general decline occurred on the 
Stock Exchange today; attributabls 
in part to the 6 per cent mon rate 
which 1 very early in the 
day, and in part, no doubt, to the con- 
fusion which surrounds the question 
of price fixing on Government pur- 
chases of war material. 

“Losses of 1 or 2 points were nu- 
merous dyring this downward move- 
ment; the industrial shares naturally 
leading in both activity and weak- 
ness, but with the railway shares af- 
fected also. In the afternoon an ir- 
regular but in some cases rather de- 
cided recovery ensued, but the day 
ended generally with net declines. 

” may probably be said of the 
present market, that its disposition 
still is to discount great industrial 
activity and earning power, but that 
it is for the moment unable to take 


its reckoning as to the r 
course of money over the 2525 set- 
tlement period, and the probable sta- 


tus of the war contracts with the 
Government. 

Reports from the steel trade have lit- 
tle to tell except of continued advances. 
Thé tron Age remarks in its weekly re- 
view that in spite of the action of some 
producers in refusing to advance their 
prices, the markets for iron and steel go 
on advancing, with no sign of control:’ 
the trade being none the less disorgan- 
ized by the fact that Government prices 
for steel products are being made a po- 
litical football in Congress, with no out- 
come yet from the jumble of price fix- 
ing by conflicting departments, boards 
and committees. 

Many producers have adopted the pol- 
icy of simply refusing to sell at the cur- 
rent market. But it may be imagined 
that this would hardly check the excited 
bidding for the output of other mills, 
and it is evident that foreign Govern- 
ments are still participating in such bid- 
ding: notably in the case of material 
for building ships. 

“The Government's weekly bulletin 
of crop conditions was distinctly fa- 
vorable: the agricultural West has 
evidently been profiting by the ex- 
cellent growing weather now preva- 
lent in these parts. Spring wheat 
seems to have made up to some pur. 
pose for lost time in its start, and 
winter wheat is reported as showing 
up better than was lately expected. 

“It is somewhat Interesting to ob- 
serve from the Broomhall cables re- 
garding foreign crops, that similar 
conditions are now prevailing on 
other continents. The exceptions in 
this report are Spain and the Scan- 
dinavian countries, in both of which 
districts, the prospect of a shortage 
is being emphasized. This has its 
bearings on the new move of our 
Government, regarding embargo or 
restriction on grain exports from this 
country to the neutrals. 

“Foreign exchange moved against 
Paris and in favor of Petrograd: rates 
on other European markets being prac- 
tically unchanged. Russian exchange 
advanced nearly & per cent, the high- 
est price in a week, and ½ per cent 
above last week’s low figure. 

This movement of exchange was the 
more striking in that the Russian Gov- 
crnment’s American loans declined 
sharply today, to much the lowest price 
yet reached. he 5% per cents, due in 
1921, and floated at 94%, fell to 85 in 
the vio'ent decline of the third week of 
May, when the Russian governmental! 
system seemed to be disintegrating. To- 
day they touched 6. 

“The immediate cause of this con- 
tinued depreciation is not clear, since 
the bonds are payable, interest and prin- 
cipal, in gold at New York. But it evi- 
dently enough rejects distrust of the 
Russian Government's finances.”

The newspaper contends they have 
taken up this cry merely under the 
pressure of the seceding Socialist minor- 
ity and the revolution in Russia. It 
cites from earlier utterances of Dr. 
David and Herr Scheidemann and de- 
cisions reached in party caucus@s to 
prove that the majority previously ad- 
vocated both annexations and indemni- 
ties. Herr Scheidemann is quoted as 
having said in a caucus in February ot 
1915 that an indecisive termination of 
the war, such as he and his friends are 
now advocating, would mean only 4 
respite from war and that another con- 
flict would come in two or three years. 

The Volks Zeitung asserts that the 
radical Socialists are the only genuine 
exponents of peace without annexations 


or indemnities, that their effort to com-

The Vorwaerts says this suspicion was 
the greatest obstacle to ending the war 
and asked what the Socialist majority 
was doing to overcome this obstacle and 
compel the Chancellor to renounce un- 
equivocally all designs of conquest.

SEAMEN'S INSURANCE ACT 
BECOMES EFFECTIVE JURE 26 


Vessels Geing to War Zone Must In- 
sure Employes for From $1500

WASHINGTON, June :20.—Regulations 
under which all officers, and men of 
American merchant ships plying between 
ports of the United States and the war 
zone must be insured by their employ- 
ers for from $1500 to $5000 against death, 
maiming or capture, have been issued 
by Secretary McAdoo They become ef- 
fective ag to vessels leaving the United 
States June 26 and as to those sailing 
from foreign ports July 10. 

Under authority of the recently enact- 
ed amendments to the war risk laws, 
owners of ships voyaging through the 
war zone will be compelled to insure or 
be subjected to an assessment of the 
amount of such insurance and a fine of 
$1000. 

The policies will provide for the pay- 
ment of the amount of one year’s earn- 
ings—in no case more than $5000 or less 
than $1500—for loss of life or permanent 
Gisability. During detention by the en- 
fy compensation must be paid at the 
rate of the earnings of the insured im- 
mediately preceding capture. For maim- 
ing, short of complete disability losses 
Will be paid at rates ranging from 46 


to 6 per cent for an arm or leg.

The best sight in Cork is a pair of 
rosy cheeked, tilted nosed girls jockey- 
ing through Patrick street in a couple 
of jaunting cars. 

Upor entering the railway yards at 
Cork the tremendous contract between 
Ireland and England is immediately 
visualized. There are more young men 
in mufti“ than there are in Khaki. 
In London the taxicabs and “‘four-wheel- 
ers“ are virtually all handled by gray- 
haired men. At the station in Cork 
dozens of strapping youths are waiting 
with ‘‘jaunting cars“ for fares. At every 
tyrn in the streets this same difference 
is emphasized. In the business houses, 
in the hotels, in every line of trade, 
young men are found at their normal 
occupations. It is the same throughout 
Ireland. Crowds of street corner loaf- 
ers are at their usual haunts despite 
that the same type in England, Scot- 
land and Wales have long since been 
drilled and sent to the front. 

Of the 80,000 people in Cork it 18 
probable that 10,000 rarely eat meat and 
that many others eat it only occa- 
sionally. The poverty which is evi- 
denced on every side depresses those 
who are unused to it.

The people of Cork insist that all of 
the poverty would have been removed 
if the British Government had estab- 
lished great muntion plants in the south 
of Ireland as it had done in England, 
Thousands of boys and girls are avail- 
able for such work. -They also insist 
that there would have been no Sinn 
Fein revolt if munition plants had been 
set up, because the people would have 


been busy and comfortable. 


Bernie Brown, Henry Ford’s construct- 
ing engineer, who is building a great 
tractor factory near Cork, is the hero of 
the town. He has every variety of Fora 
car and speeds about the town to the 
admiration of virtually all of the people 
except the jaunting car drivers, who 
wish Mr. Ford had never picked Cork 
for a site. Brown is popular because 
Cork has heard of the minimum wage 
paid by Ford, and they believe that 
Cork’s poverty will disappear when 
Ford's money begins to roll in. A num- 
ber of local business men have mistaken 
Ford for an angel, and have been sur- 
prised and disgusted when his manager 
insisted upon getting the value of his 
money to the last farthing. 

Cork is one of the few cities in the 
world where tailors tie suits up in 
small, tight bundles, after having 
pressed them. They are delivered 
wrapped up in brown paper with many 
strings tied about. 

On Good Friday all business in Cork 
was suspended except the public houses. 
They were open all day. 

In England the bars are closed except 
between 12:30 and 2:80 and 6:30 and 9:30. 
In Ireland they remain open through the 
day and far into the night, as in peace 
times. 

Waiters’ Apologise. 

The waiters in Ireland invariably apol- 
ogize for the action of the British Gov- 
ernment in limiting the number of 
courses that may be taken at each 
meal. Three courses are allowed and 
only gourmands go hungry. 


Blarney Castle is eight miles from 
Cork. Virtually no one except Ameri- 
cans kiss the stone. It costs 12 cents to 
get the conversational advantages which 
are supposed to accrue to those who kiss 
the stone. The parapet of the castle 
over and his friends let go.

There is much drunkenness in Ire- 
land, although it has lessened some 
since the supply of spirits has been re- 
duced and the prices boosted. 

Many girls in short skirts and with 
their hair down their necks walk Grat- 
tan street in Dublin. On rainy nights 
they wear sweaters and slickers. 

Stout and porter breweries are the 
principal industries in Dublin and they 
are well patronized. 

Irish stew does not appear on hotel 
menus in the principal towns. 

A grate fire in a bedroom in the better 
class of hotels costs 40 cents a day and 
heats only the cubic space over the 
hearth. 

Irishmen frequentiy mock at Ameri- 
cans because they insist that they are 
cold, and want steam. The same people 
huddle around the small grate fires and 
toast each side alternately.
